Board’s policy changes include 
leave, confidential information 


At its May meeting, the Gallaudet 
Board of Trustees approved University 
policy revisions on dissemination of 
confidential information, military leave, 
policies and procedures, use of facilities 
by outside organizations, and compen-

sation programs. 

The revision dealing with confidential 
information allows access by certain 
outside sources to materials citing the 
general reason for a former employee’s 
separation from employment at the 
University. In the past, the University 
did not reveal conditions of separation. 

Queries by “appropriate sources,” 
such as the Department of Unemploy- 
ment Compensation, law enforcement 
officials, or prospective employers, 
about circumstances concerning termi- 
nation of employment may be an- 
swered as “resigned [including retired], 
laid off, terminated for poor perfor- 
mance, or terminated for gross miscon- 
duct.” Also added is the statement, 
“Inappropriate disclosure of confidential 
information [by any University em- 
ployee] could lead to termination.” 

The policy change in the area of 
military leave states that, in compliance 
with the U.S. Code, time away from 
work for National Guard or Armed 
Forces training, beyond the 15 days 
currently allowed by the University’s 
policy, must be granted as leave 
without pay or annual leave. 

The use of facilities by outside or- 
ganizations policy has been revised for 
clarification, and insurance require- 
ments for facilities users are also more 
clearly defined. 

The policy on compensation pro- 
grams has been deleted because com- 
pensation is covered in other University 
documents and policies. 

In addition, a statement has been ad- 
ded to the policy stating that the Ad- 
ministrations and Operations Manual is 
not a contract of employment, and 
minor changes in procedures no longer 
require board approval. 


Crowds share in excitement at 21st 
Special Olympics summer games 


“Join the World of Winners” was the 
theme for the 21st annual summer games 
of the Special Olympics, held at Gal- 
laudet’s Hotchkiss Field May 19 and 20. 

Judging by the unprecedented 
number of supporters, the theme was 
taken to heart. According to Tonya Ed- 
munds of the District chapter of Special 
Olympics, the 1,500 fans and 600 
volunteers who came out to cheer the 
mentally retarded athletes or lend a 
hand in running the many activities 
represented “the biggest crowd ever.” 

Among the 900 athletes competing 
were four Kendall students, who netted 
honors in track and field events: Keith- 
lan Sproles won a gold medal in the 
25-meter race and a silver medal in the 
tennis ball throw; Patrick Ridgell won a 
bronze medal in the softball throw and 
a silver medal in the standing long 
jump; Stacey Abraham won a gold me- 
dal in the 100-meter race and a silver 
medal in the standing long jump; and 
Travis Weisenberger won a silver medal 
in the standing long jump and a ribbon 
in the 100-meter race. 

Abraham also won the $50 third 
prize in the Special Olympics poster 
contest, and Weisenberger was picked 
to carry the Special Olympics flag and 
lead the athletes to the field for the 
opening ceremony. 

Another part of the opening ceremo- 
ny was a torch run in which an esti- 
mated 1,000 law enforcement officers 
from 40 federal and local agencies— 
including Gallaudet’s Department of 
Safety and Security—ran in stages 
through the city streets, carrying the 
Special Olympics torch from the 
Capitol steps to Hotchkiss Field to kick- 
off the games. 

Besides the two days of athletic com- 
petitions, Olympics goers were exposed 
to a festival-like atmosphere at “Olym- 
pic Town,” set up north of the playing 
field. 

Olympic Town featured gymnastics 





acts, body building routines, and a 
demonstration by the D.C. Metropoli- 
tan Police force’s canine corps. There 
were also clowns, a “moon bounce” 
apparatus, and T-shirt decorating. 

The weekend also included guest ap- 
pearances by actors Blair Underwood 
of the television series “L.A. Law” and 
“Wonder Woman” Linda Carter. World 
welterweight boxing champ Simon 
Brown was on hand to present awards 
to the athletes, as was former Redskin 
Pete Wysocky. 


Drug and alcohol

Gallaudet is establishing a new alco- 
hol and drug education program 
through Student Affairs that will deal 
with students who experience chronic 
problems with drugs or alcohol. 

Called Behavior Under the Influence, 
the program is based on recommenda- 
tions from the Alcohol/Drug Task 
Force, composed of representatives of 
units in Student Affairs. 

The program will include three 
educational sessions each semester, 
each session consisting of four three- 
hour meetings each week. The sessions 
will include films, group discussions, 
and guest speakers. 

During the last meeting of each ses- 
sion, University Counseling Center staff 
will conduct an evaluation.
